Too much Importance cannot b" 
Riven to the Kelection of pure yrasn 
s'Til. lor there is no greater failure or 
dlsuppointment In farm management 
than to tail to aa iar a a leod ataad of 
graaa or clover. 

Kviri year I am becoming more 
anil more favorably Impressed with 
tho value of alsikc clover, although we 
have «aad It for a aaaibor of yoara In 
all of our graaa and aoed mlitum. 

We hair-e repeatedly failed to aecuro 
a favorable stand of common red 
clover, and to our aurprlrt! the alslko 
would come along and make a good 
Btand and wo would be enabled to 
harvcHt a very profitable grass crop. 
Many times red clover will not thrlvo 
for the leahon that the holl has be- 
comv somewhat acid, but the alwike 
will make a very good crop notwith- 
Btandlng the acid wadltHa ml Iko iolL 

Another ralaable dnthfltorlatle of 
alsike clover Is the fact that It v.lll 
Slav in the coil several years, and II 
permitted it will r«seed Itself. Alslko 
clover growa bat little after oMwIag 
nnd DO aeeOnd erep can be expected 

from It. Iloth in this respect, as well 
us ihe loIIKer time it requires to ina- 

turo its maximum crop, alalke clover 
aUnda attar red otoror. 

Its great aad oadaaiablo adraatate, 
on the other haad. Ilea In the fact 
that it la more hardy than the com- 
mon red clover and caa be aucceaa- 
fully cultivated on molat aoDa IMd 
land that ia flooded at eertala ttaaea 
daring the year, on which red elorer 
will not grow. 

If alfillte clover seed is mixed with 
pnatiire Krass niix'iires, it yleidtt rU li 
and certain graiing crops, and when 
cultmtad oa arabla knd rad eteror 
aeed akoaM be'aowed wItB the mli- 

tara with which the llelj is seeded. 

la this way a ftieal advantage Is 
gained In the fact that the flrsl year 
•Iter aowing the fodder may be har- 
•eeted chiefly consisting of the red 
..'lover and in the following years after 
*hi^ red clover tieglns to deteriorate 
the nlsike comes In, In Its place, and 
yields rich and certain crops, together 
with tbe timothy and other grass 
seeds with wbleh tha araadow la 
seeded. 

While alsike does not yield as large 
cropH to tile iitre aa eoinnion red 
clover of equal stand, yet It la very 
prolltable. and In aetaid feadlag ralno 
I haye found hut little dlSereace ton 
for ton when It was being fed to u 
herd of dairy cows, and for feeding 
horses and all kinds of young stock I 
have found It greatly superior. The 
time of cutting and curing will make 
morn real difference than the variety, 

Alslko clover Is not considered by 
soil experts to be as good a soil iin- 
proviiiK ' top as coininoii red clover 
for tbe reason that It lacks the 
braaeking root aystoa of tka red 
clover, bat It la a legame (nitrogen 
gatherer! and henee will build up 
the soil and tliii\e on many tolls 
where the red variety cannot be used 
aa a nitrogen gatberer. 

It la my honest opinion that there 
are inany farmers wlio have given up 
growing clover who could mako a 
aucceaa of growiag alalke ck>ver In- 
stead of aiparlmaiitlag witk red 
clover. 

I hav* (ouad la aetoal praetlee that 
It ia a belter baalneaa proposition to 

sow a mixture of grass seed that will 
make a cert.iin stiiixi ui.ii<-t' the u .iial 
conditions than to spend largo 
amoaMa of hard-earfiaA mdgwy to am- 
periment wit& a H^t —> daoertaln aa 
red elover. oa any Aald «kaf« U Is 
aot practically aare ta aako a good 
stand.

Many people, on aecoiin*. of short- 
ago of pasture and to ha^-e fe<>d, pas- 
ture their alfalfa during the fall and 
winter. This practice Is harmful to 
all alfalfa, whether It is young or old. 
No doubt It reduces the yields the 
following season, although the reduc- 
tion may be very sIlKhi if coinlitions 
are favorable 

With young alfalfa the practice la 
very harmful. It r adac sa tho vigor of 
the plant, reduces the yield very aw- 
lerlally the foiinuing yaara. and fro- 
Muenily kills oiii soma bf tfeo young 
idauts at u time v. hen they are not 
,very well developed, mi needed al- 
falfa should never be pastured during 
the same fall anil winter In w'Sch It 
la seedi'd The liiMe feed which the 
nifalfa will furnish during the winter 
is far more than offset by tka dao r aaaa 
In yield. 

Whan yoang alfalfa raeelves a back, 
sot It may require two or three years 
for it to fully recni i , and during all 
of this time the .M. 1 i . an' smaller 
than they otberwlsi^ would b«. It 
paya l|i,gHio yaoag aUaMa earafol 
treatmant and to give It every oppo^ 
t unity to mako a good development.
